The blit for ascertaining the losses sustained 
by the citizens of southern Oregon and north­ 
ern California by reason of the ludiun depre­ 
dations in 1872 aud 1873 provoked quite an 
excited discussion, in which Mr. Shanks of 
Indiana defended the memory of Captain Jack 
aud bis Modoc* and stated it as a fact that 
when General Canby was holding his confer­ 
ence with Captain Jack Hie military line* were 
tieing closed around the Modoc*, while on the 
other side of the question Nesmith of Oregon 
and Mr. Luttrell of California stood forward a* 
tile defenders of the frontiersmen ami dentin- 
ciators of the Indians. 
The bill itself wa* opposed by G. F. Hoar as 
establishing Hie dangerous precedent that the 
government is responsible for the reimburse­ 
ment of citizen* damaged by war. 
The same 
ground was taken by Garfield, who argued 
that these losses resulted either from private 
murderers or public enemies,‘ aud that in 
neither event could the citizens look to the 
government for restitution. 
If this bill were 
passed it would open the sluices of the treas­ 
ury reclaim s from Ohio and Indiana arising 
out of Hie Morgan raids an J from Pennsylva­ 
nia arising out of Lee's invasion, and there 
would not be a cent left In the treasury. 
The principle of this bill was defended by 
Averill of Minnesota, who had reported it 
from the Committee on Claims, Lowe of Kan­ 
sas amUjtherj. 
Finally, on motion of Gar­ 
field, tho enacting clausa was stricken out of 
the biti in committee of the Whole by a vote 
of 79 to 68 and the Committee thereupon rose 
and reported that action to the House and it 
was concurred in—yeas 105, nays 85. 
The House then at 5 o’clock adjourned, t 
morrow's session to bo for debate only.

Mr. Beebe’s bill relative to the “Narrowsbnrgh 
Home Association” came up to-day on its 
third reading. We had a tussle over It the 
oilier day—Messrs. Prince and Petty opposing 
Beebe’s motion to disagree with the report of 
the Committee on Local aud Special Laws and 
commit it to the Committee of th* Whole. 
Beebe was successful, siuce which time the 
Albany Evening Journal has made the “Spec­ 
ial Legislation” a hobby to harp od. 
When 
it came up to-day, Petty moved to recommit 
it to the Committee on Local and Special*Leg- 
slation with instructions to strike out the en­ 
acting clause. 
Beebe opposed it and the 
champion opponent of “special legislation”— 
Mr. Prince—spoke calmly but with hi? sopho­ 
more impressiveness against the bill. 
Wach- 
ner of New York, a powerful young legisla­ 
tor, whose health ought to be equal to his 
physical and mental strength, rallied to the 
aid of Beebe, and delivered Prince a fearful 
thru3t full in the vitals. 
Wachner showed the 
House that Prince stood in no position to op­ 
pose thebill, he having voted for the bill to 
admit Jolm George Milburn to the bar, and 
also for the McCoy Fund bill a few day3 since 
—both being the worst kind of special legis­ 
lation. 
The House saw the point, aud it fell 
with terrific force upon Prince, who sat silent 
and nervous. 
Beebe came next to say that 
'the evidence adduced showed that all the 
old painted upon the wings oi the champion 
was not pure, however much it glittered.” 
Even Co'.. Spencer took fright, and although 
afraid he was voting wrong,” voted for 
Beebe’s bill. 
The Col. knows what he is do­ 
ing. The motion to recommit was lost, 61 to 
(f—which was a fearful knock-down for the 
enemies of so-called'special legislation. 
This 
subject is one that wearies the Houso every 
year—with like results, and it has been killed 
for lliis session. 
So much for the talk of the 
Evening Journal, and so much for the contrary 
action of the Legislature. 
Mayor Eastman of Poughkeepsie has a bill 
here to construct a railroad from Highland to 
Pine Bush—an extension of the Poughkeep­ 
sie & Eastern Railroad.

Mississippi Levees in place of Crozier. 
Pending the discussion of the currency bill 
the Senate went into executive session and 
after some lime the doors were re-opened and 
the Senate adjourned till Monday. 
HOUSE. 
The bill for ascertaining the losses sustained 
by the citizens of southern Oregon and north­ 
ern California by reason of the Indian depre­ 
dations in 1872 and 1873 provoked quite an 
excited discussion, in which Mr. Shanks of 
Indiana defended the memory of Captain Jack 
and his Motlocs and stated it as a fact that 
when General Canby was holding his confer­ 
ence with Captain Jack the military lines were 
being closed around the Modocs, while 011 the 
other side of the question Nesmith of Oregon 
and Mr. Luttrell of California stood forward as 
the defenders of the frontiersmen and denun­ 
ciators of tho Indians. 
The bill itself was opposed by G. F. Hoar as 
establishing the dangerous precedent that the 
government is responsible for the reimburse­ 
ment of citizens damaged by war. 
The same 
ground was taken by Garfield, who argued 
that these losses resuited either Jlom private 
murderers or public enemies,“ and that in 
neither event could the citizens look to the 
government for restitution. 
If this bill were 
passed it would open the sluices of the treas­ 
ury to claims from Ohio and Indiana arising 
out of the Morgan raids and from Pennsylva­ 
nia arising out of Lee’s invasion, and there 
would not be a cent left in the treasury. 
The principle of this bill was defended by 
Averill of Minnesota, who had reported it 
from the Committee on Claims, Lowe of Kan­ 
sas and-others. 
Finally, on motion of Gar­ 
field, tho enacting clause was stricken out of 
the bill in committee of the Whole by a vote 
of 79 to 68 and the Committee thereupon rose 
and reported that action to the House and it 
was concurred in—yeas 105, nays 85. 
The House then at 5 o'clock adjourned, to­ 
morrow's session to be for debate onlv.

U oui-ranging the B oundary of Orningc 
and S u llivan . 
General Niven, in a letterjto the Tri-States 
Union, urges tho annexation of Dcerpark to 
Sullivan, and also admits the'propriety, if a 
reorganization is to take place, of making the 
boundary of Orange and Sullivan the crest of 
the Sbawaugunk range from Sam’s Point to 
the cast and west lino of Orange county near 
New Vernon. As we said ou a former occa­ 
sion, the only obstacle to this arrangement, 
if tho voters interested accept it, i3 the pay- 
meut of town bonds. Mamakating is heavily 
bonded, and it would bo difficult, if not im­ 
possible in dividing tho town to divide the 
debt satisfactorily. The people of that part 
of Sullivan proposed to be annexed to Orange 
would be glad of the change if it could be ac­ 
complished without complicating existing cir­ 
cumstances. With the territory east of the 
Shawangunk Mountains now included in Sul- 
livau detached therefrom and joined with 
Orange a new town could be erected that 
would make it convenient for all concerned by 
joining the northern portion of the town of 
Wallkill with the detached portion of Mama­ 
kating. The plan has much to recommend 
it, and if General Niven will point out a way 
to dispose of the bond difficulty we think the 
proposition can be carried.—Goshen Republi­ 
can. 


T rustees’ an d E xecutors’ Fees, 
By the present law cxecutoi’3 and trustees 
receive five per cent, on the first thousand dol­ 
lars received and paid over, two and a half 
per cent, on the next three thousand, and after 
that one per cent. Each of the executors re­ 
ceive this commission, besides all of their ex­ 
penses and counsel fees. A proposition was 
made before the Legislature of this state on 
the first day of its session to charge, in addi­ 
tion to the sum now charged, oue per cent, ou 
all sums iuvested, re-invested or kept invested. 
The object of this law is lo enable trustees to 
take out their percentage every time the 
money is re-invested, so that if tbey re-invest 
the money in their hands every year they can 
take out their commissions annually. In this 
way the whole estate would soon be used up, 
and it would be for the interest of trustees to 
call in money satoly loaned so that they could 
get the commission of re-loaning it. In addi­ 
tion to this, every time the money is paid in it 
can be kept in the hands of the trustees two 
or three months, while they are looking for a 
good place to put it out, and are examining 
tities, etc. This bill was introduced by Mr. 
Iloklcn and should be entitled, “ An act to 
enable executors and trustees to use up an 
estate, so that the heirs might not be injured 
by its possession. ’’—FishkiJl Journal.
